-less noxious weeds than a good many 


The Noxious 
Weed Menace 


Editor, The Western Globe: 
Dear Sir: 

This is my second and last article 
on noxious weeds. This time I will 
deal with weeds that grow from seed 
only. Wild Oats has been our worst 
weed the last 2 or 8 years, but as this 
weed grows only from seed, the aame 
as tame oats, it would not be very 
hard to get rid of, but I kmow of 
fields that have been summer fallow 
ed good, but still were very bad with 
wild oats the next year. 

Before going any farther, I will 
give a brief outline on how to go 
about to destroy wild oats, mustard, 
s‘inkweed, Shepherd’s Purse and pig- 
weeds as well as other weeds that 
grow from seeds. ‘By summer fallow 
if it is done in this way, there will be 
very few weeds the following summer. 

To bagin with, double disc in the 
fall or early in the spring, this is to 
start all weed seed on top. About the 
first part of June, phow shallow, 3 or 
4 inches. This will start any seed 
that the discing has not disturbed; 
double harrow and pack the soil et 
once. The weed seed will not start 
if the soil is left loose. Let the weeds 
get a good start, then plow deep, 
double harrow and pack again in July. 
Keep the land black until freeze up. 
If it is done in this way, the weeds 
will give you very little trouble the 
following summer. Seed to wheat or 
oats and your work will be well paid 
for, but be sure to seed pure and 
clean seed. I know there are many 
farmers who will say that they will 
mot have time to do that much work 
on the summer fallow. I would say, 
do not summer fallow more than you 
are able to do in this way, but ‘sum- 
mer fallow a part of the farm every 
year. If you do this, your weed prob- 
lem will be solved. For those who 
are not able, or can't afford to sum- 
mer fallow, I will give another sug- 
gestion. Double disc the land in the 
fall or early in the spring. A double 
harrow or packing will do wonders, as 
there are a good many weeds that will 
ot start unless they are firmly in 
the soil. Plow afiter the weeds have 
got a good start, the later part of 
May; seed to an early six rowed bar- 
ley; repeat again next year and your 
Isnd will improve. Barley is a good 
peying crop and takes very little out 
of the land. Seed more barley and 
l-ss wheat and oats. Or, if you need 
hay for pasture, seed down to meadow 
end this will also get the weeds in 
time. I will write an anticle on grass 
and alfalfa in a short time. 

Th:s has only been a brief outline 
on the weed problem. I do not know 
if this kind of writing meets with the 
approval of the farmers. It is not a 
first class advertisement, but let me 
say this, that the Bentley district has 


districts in Alberta, but now is the 
time to go afiter the weeds, before 
they got control of the land. The 
government and most of the Municip- 
alit'es realize the sariousness of the 
weed question. From now on there is 
going to be protection for the farmer‘ 
who is trying to keep his land clean, 
As it was beficre, it was impossible to 
keep weeds like Perennial Sow Thistle 
and the Canadian Thistle in check.

PUBLIC AND PRIVATE 
OWNERSHIP 


Given equally efficient management 
in both ingbances, private ownership 
of power resources and of distribution 
lines cannot fail to be costly to the 
public as compared with Government 
ownership. 

This will be made clear by a com 
parison of the rates at which Govern 
ments in sound financial condition 
can borrow on the world's money 
markets, with the rates which private 


Power corporations agree to pay on 
their preference shares alone, not to 
mention the much higher returns, 


which common stock holders are led 
to anticipate. 

The Alberta Government, for ins- 
tance, can borrow money at less than | 
5 per cent. This is substantially less 
than the rate of interest on power | 
corporation preference securities, 
while in addition to the payments on 
these securities the corporations must 
extract from the public, through rates, 
dividends for common stock holders, 
and an amount equal: to the cost of 
selling securities, and of maintaining 
expensive ‘‘public relations’’ depart- 
ments for the purpose of convincing 
the public that public ownership is 
undesirable. 

The argument that public owner- 
inefificiency breaks 
down completely when the power com- 
panies go to the public service to ob- 
tain their managers and other offiz- 
ials, as has recently been done in 
Alberta. When a man who for many 
years has been in change of a Govern- 
ment Telephone system is taken into 
a private corporation in a high exec- 
utive position, the obvicus reason is 
that the corporstion considers him an 
efficient man---considers in other 
words, that under his direction public 
ownership has proved rs

CAUSE OF INFLUENZA 
STILL A MYSTERY 


The widsapread provalence of influ- 
enza is indicated in the announce- 
ment from Washingtcn that there are 
over 700,000 cases of the disciase in 
the United States. In the same siate- 
ment, a public health official advised 
agains: closing schools in cities on the 
ground that close contacts in cities 
are unavoidable whether the individ- 
ual is in school or not. 

Dr. G. W. McCoy, director of the 
Hygienic Laboratory of the Public 
Health Service in Washingeon, declar- 
es that the cause of the disease is 
still a mystery to science.

‘‘ The bacillas which causes influen- 
za has never been isola'ted,’’ he said.

During the epidemic of 1888, a germ 
h> explained, the Pfeiffer bacillus, 
was isolated and accepted as the in- 
fluenza virus. This belief, however, 
he added, lasted until the epidemic of 
1918. 

‘‘The last epidemic discredited the 
Ptetfifer be stad beyond a doubt,’’ he 
continued. ‘‘ There were a number of 
proofs that this was the wrong germ, 
notably the fact that it is impossible 
to communicate the disease by inocu- 
lation with the Pfeiffer bacillus.’’

(From Canada, London) ' 

The vast potentialities of Canada, 
the opportunities which exist with re- 
gard to British settlement in the Do- 


minion and the importance of personal 
inves igation of the Canadaian market 
by Bi itish industrialists, were empha- 
size! in an interview, by Lord Melch- 
ett, v ho has jusit returned from a bus- 
ines; trip to Canada and the United 
Stat. 

‘«We must keep Canada British-that 
is vital,’’ said Lord Melchett. ‘“More 
Bril:sh settlers and still more are re- 
quiicJ, for I have an absolute dread 
of s::ing Oanada become like the Un- 
ited (\tates. Wise opinion in Canada 
is equally opposed to such an event- 
uality, and for Britishers of the right 
type there are not only wide oppor- 
tuni...s but also a warrn wekkome. I 
wow..| like to sea a really big move- 
men. started---one that would bring 
out at least 100,000 people without 
undue let or hindrance. A move of 
that kind would have far-reaching ef- 
fects, for, while Oanada needs pro- 
ducers and consumers, we on our part 
have our unemployment problem at 
home. 

‘*We should make a start by think- 
ing Imper‘ally, and not in mere sec- 
tional units as we have done in the 
pasi. I have always held the view, 
for instanees that administration of our 
unemployment insurance scheme is too 
narra for conception. We should 
have an Emptre scheme for unemploy- 
men. insurance, whereby its obliga- 
tion; should be transferred in some 
way, and so nemove a deterrent factor 
in Imperial settlement. There are 
mary schemes which might be thresn- 
ed cu for migration, and I am sure 
that with Mr. W. J. Egan over here 
they are in good hands. But I would 
sugpy.st that the Dominion § could 
mak» land grants, and the home coun- 
try could finance the schemes on an 
inst:l:ment basis. 

‘*; heard a great deal about the 
vain > harvesters while I was over 
ihere. I can absolutely contradict the 
the s range and harrowing stories of 
ths ‘ eatment meted out to the men. 
A g-cat many should make excellent 
farmers. 

‘! dustrially Oanade is forging 
ahecd with a rapidity unsurpassed in 
history. Even in the two years since 
I wes there last notable developments 
hav ‘aken place, and it is not only a 
piec> of shrewd foresight, but a def- 
initc ond responsible duty on the part 
of L..tish business men to turn their 
attenciion to the Dominion. Its poten- 
tiali:'2s have scarcely been scratched 
and tie Americans just over the open 
border are pouring their money and 
their brains into the task of exploit- 
ation with a zeal which is in marked 


-disparity to that of Britishers. Time 


was when Britain was Canada’s chief 
source of capital and supplies---but 
not now. Whose fault is that 

‘‘In business it is no use sitting 
still and protesting. If Canada is 10 
remain Briish in an industrial sense, 
our capital and our enterprise must 
cnoss the Atlantic in greater volume, 
and our business men must follow 
more closely the advice of the Prince 
of Wales to ‘step right over.’ There 
is nothing like the personal touch. 
And what are the prizes? They are. 
untold. The Empire has many virtual 
mvenopolies---rubber, tin, cobalt, nickle 
for instance, which should be careful- 
ly guarded and developed, for they are 
vital to the world. I am convinced, 
too, that a way out of many of our 
various problems offers itself in the 
increased export of coal to Canada. 
There is a huge and growing market 
there, which if taken full ‘advantaye 
of, would give Wales and other areas 
a great fillip. The anthracite demand 
seems to be particularly insistent. 
Malagash potash, has also been en- 
gaging my attention, but things are 
ve:y much in the air yet. 

‘Sneaking generally, I know of no 
field of enterprise so rich and promis- 
ing both from the settlement and in- 
dus.ral points of view. Sixty years 
of Confederation have made Canada 


great. Wat another sixty years will 
acheve simply beggars description;

Pioneer Dies 


At Bentley, 


Mr. Gerhard Haarstad, a most high- 
ty esteemed citizens, and one of the 
pioneers of the Vig district, died at 
the home of his daughter, Mrs. O. J. 
Johnson, on Dec. 19. Born in 
Tromso, Norway, March 19, 1855, he 
early began an eventful life, for at 
the age of fourteen years, he started | 
out as a sailor and fisherman, con-| 
tinuing this work for twelve years. 
On !.ov. 4, 1877, he married Miss 
Sophie Berge and their eldest daugh- 
ter was born in Norway. In 1881 they 
emigrated to Minn., U.S.A. where 
their second daughter was _ born. 
The following summer they travelled 
overland in company with three oth- 
er families to Fort Ransome, N.D , 
the journey being made with four ox | 
teams and taking six weeks. Arriv- | 
ing in June they took up a homestead 
on the bare prairie and made their | 
first house of sods. ‘These four fam- 
ilies comprised the entire settlement 
for the first year. Here they made 
their home for 19 years and here the 
rest of the children were born.

Apple shipments over the Domin- 
ion Atlantic Railway in Nova Scotia 
up to and including December 6th 
totalled 2,166 carloadis—an increase 
of 372 cars over the same period of 
last year. 

A motor road that will shorten 
the present Banff-Calgary highway 
and take in some of the finest 
scenery in the Rockies is now in 
course of construction and should 
be in operation next ear. 


The Port of MontPeal has again 
scored a new record with grain 
deliveries at 210,500,000 bushels for 
the season of navigation. Last 
year’s deliveries ran to 195,247 914 
bushels and those of 1926 to 134,- 
591,240 bushels. 


Many visitors from western 
citics in Canada and the United 
States are expected at the Banff 
Winter Carnival this season, said 
Ww. A. Brewster, president of the 
winter sports organization at 
Banff, judging from the number of 
inquirics that have been received. 
Skiing, skating, and other kindred 
winter sports will be in full swing, 
he said, and it now appears there 
will be many competitors from 
outside points in the various 
events.
